Ohio Theatre History 
Recalled In New Book 


Aren’t-you glad they 
saved the Ohio Theatre?. | 
sure as hell am. 

I'll admit that-even with 
my interest in theater- 
during the late Sixties 
when it looked as if the 
magnificent Ohio Theatre 
was going to become a 
state office tower, | 
couldn't care less. There 
was a war in Vietnam to 
stop, a war on poverty to 
launch, a president to 
dethrone and a new one to 
endure, and civil rights to 
ensure. 

It’s an historical fact that 
the arts suffer all the time, 
but especially in a war 
time. However, let’s be 
thankful for the handful of 
concerned citizens who 
were able to keep their 
heads when maybe a 
whole lot of us were losing 
ours. (N.B-, “maybe.”) 

This:-_is the golden 
jubilee of the Ohio theatre 
that first opened its doors 
on March 17, 1928. The 
celebration is a year long 
event, to be climaxed in 
the Fall by a) star-studded 

‘program that was post- 
poned during the 6nergy 
crisis of recent unhappy 
memory. 

To commemorate the 
Ohio theater's birthday, 
the Columbus Association 
for the Performing Arts has 
published a 144 page 
history of the Ohio Theater 
that should be ‘in the 
collection of any local 
history buff as well as 
those with interest in the 
arts. “The Ohio Theatre 
1928-1978" is at the same 
time. a promotional piece 
and historical document 
and prepared with class 


and taste..And, class is too : 


often missing in similar 
“memory lane”’ 
publications. 


Performer after perfor- 


mer has made note of the 
beautiful Ohio theatre. it’s 
almost a standard line. The 
most recent to comment on 
the Ohio Theatre was 
Johnny Mathis at his sold- 
out concerts last Friday 
night. 

As the authors of the 
book note, the Ohio 
Theatre hams withstood a 
depression, three wars, 
and television to provide a 
schedule of uninterrupted 
entertainment to Central 
Ohioans. The ‘most serious 
confrontation the grand 
old lady had to contend 
with was the wrecking ball 
that was chomping at the 
bit in the late Sixties to 
destroy her. The war with 
television was probably the 
most second serious con- 
trontation with which she 
dealt. 

The book provides the 
reader with intersting fac- 
tors, beautiful pictures, 
and enough trivia buff. 
Question: The first film to 
play the Ohio theatre?

The 
Vanguard League took on 
the RKO Palace in the early 
Forties, and after that 
blacks were “allowed” to“ 
attend other downtown 
theatres. :

DRUNGOLD AT MEMORIAL RITES

Frank Drungold, who 
lost a long and valiant fight 
against cancer, was 
eloquently eulogized by 
three prominent Baptist 
Ministers who extolled his 
many virtues Friday in an 
impressive memorial ser- 
vice in Schoendinger State 
St. Chapel. 

Drungold, who ac- 
cumulated several fortunes 
as a numbers banker and 
various business ventures 
over a period of 30 years or 
more, died Tuesday May 
23, shortly after 11 p.m. in 
Mt. Carmel Hospital, West. 
He was 74. 

Although he was not af- 
filiated with any particular 
church his generous con- 
tributions to churches, 


civic groups, such as the 
NAACP in which he held 
two life memberships, ear- 
ned him the respect and 
friendship of the clergy 
and virtually every one 
who knew him.

He read a portion of 
the 25th Chapter of Mat- 
thews during his touching 
eulogy. 

Rev. Mason, using ex- 
cerpts from a CALL & 
POST story of an exclusive 
death bed interview with 
Drungold,, composed a 
poem which he. said 
typified Drungolds life. 

“lve done all the things | 
wanited to do and had lots 
of fun doing them. | don't 
think I've left anything un- 
done.__|--don't consider 
anything I've done great,’’ 
he mumbled during the in- 
terview. 

In~his poetic tribute. to

So far as Black people are concer- 
ned, Cleveland has been and still is, 
one of the best cities in the nation for 
Blacks. For the past fifty years, 
Cleveland has, with few exceptions, 
been well ahead of all American 
cities in Black progress. It is unfor- 
tunate that so many of our own 
~ people are either ignorant of our past 

history, or, have so quickly forgotten. 

If we trace the political history 
here as far back as the eighteen fif- 
ties, we will find that through all the 
years up to now, Blacks have been 
elected to public office and played 
important roles in local politics.

Ohio Blacks will be on hand to take part in the 
proceedings. : 

Sen. M. Morris Jackson, Cleveland; Rep. C.J. McLin, 
Dayton, and Phyliss D. Hart, Columbus, all members of 
the DNC, will play important roles in rewriting some 
party rules governing how delegates to future presiden- 
tial: nominating conventions are selected. 

Jackson, who represents the 21st Senatorial District in 
Cuyahoga County, is assistant President Pro Tem of the 
Senate and is chairman of the Senate Education and 
Health Committee. 

McLin is a member of the Democratic State Executive 
Committee and vice chairman of the state organization. 
He is also a member of the Montgomery Democratic 
Executive Committee and was recently selected to 
represent Ohio Democrats in making arrangements for 
the DNC National Conference in Memphis, Tenn., Dec. 7- 
10. 

Hart, recording clerk for the Ohio House, also serves 
as legislative aide to Rep. Troy Lee James of Cleveland, 
She serves on the Complaint and Review Committee of 
the DNC. This committee has the tough responsibility of 
hearing complaints of local party groups and making 
recommendations to the ODNC's Credentials Committee 
for disposition. . 

The National Democratic Convention, with the support

This is the 
same cost of service theory 
that says that businesses 
should pay more for the 
amount of electricity and 
natural gas they use, in- 
stead of paying less as 
they use more.” 

The passage of Senate 
Bill 401, he admitted, 
would almost “make “tele= 
phone solicitation calls too 
expensive for merchants to 
handle. “This. would also 
put a strain on the number 
of calls that are made by 
collection agencies, fly-by- 
night magazine and book 
peddlers and other similar 
type of operations.”

prohibits any person from

financial institutions that 
make loans for: home in- 
Sulation

CMACAO Alcohol Counselors 
Earn State Certification 


Two CMACAO alcholism 
counselors were among 
the-—first group of 
alcoholism counselors in 
the state to be certified by 
the’ Ohio Association of 
Alcoholism Programs. 

Leroy Bright, director of 
the CMACAO alcholism 
program, and- Gloria 
Woods, who works with 
Bright, were -among nine 
Columbus-area alcoholism 
counselors who were cer- 
tified. Forty-five counselors 
were Certified throughout 
the state. 

Certification is the pro- 
cedure by which a 
nongovernmental agency 
recognizes individuals who 
have met predetermined 
qualifications or standards. 
By--having certification, 
alcoholism counselors can 
now obtain a marketable 
set of credentials in their 
profession. 

To become certified, 
counselors must have at 
least five years of full-time 
paid work experience. 
Counsetors™must-have~ at 
least two years of paid 
work experience where 
their—duties were directly 
related to clients and in- 
volved counseling exper- 
ience, 


corporations — employing 
mere than 100 people and 
doing business in Ohio for 
more than five years’ that 
plan to move substantial 
amounts of their product. 
ion out of state to conform 
to three requirements: 


-They must give two 
years notice; 

-They must pay their

The bill, Schwarzwalder

“Workers and_ their 
families suffer when large 
plants close,” .Schwarz- 
walder stated. “The small 
business which depends 
upon workers spending 
their wages for products 
and services are also hit 
when a plant closes. Units 
of government suffer from 
the loss of tax revenues 


and especially . taxes 
marked for schools are 
cutback." 


The big business lobby 
has aimed its big guns at 
Schwarzwalder and-any ef- 
forts to assist this pro- 
worker bilt from becoming 
law. 

Another Schwarzwalder 
bill is scheduled for hear- 
ings in the House next 
month. Senate Bill 351 sim- 
plies. the arrest pro- 
cedures, he said, and 
Saves time and money for 
citizens 

“The bill would establish 
a policy of issuing cit- 
ations instead of making 
arrests for minor mis- 
demeanors. The bill .was 
introduced out of a con- 
cern that current law,” he 
explained, “establishes no 
uniform policy on the 
arrests of people for minor 
misdemeanors. People 
should not be - arbitrarily: 
arrested and jailed for

College Education Needed 
For Career As Dietician 


. By OLIVER McAFEE 
(Part of a biweekly series on careers) 


As a therapeutic dietition at St. Anthony's Hospital, 
Debbie Garner plans and supervises the preparation of 
diets to meet the individual needs of patients. She 
discusses “ith patients and their physicians the purpose 
of the diet, instructs patients on the requirements and 
importance of their diets, and Suggests ways to help 
them stay on prescribed diets after leaving the hospital. 
She also works with the hospital administration concer- 
ning policies to be followed in planning diets. 

In addition to therapeutic dietition, there are other 
career areas related to the dietetic field. They are ad- 
ministrative dietitian, clinical dietitian, research dietitian, 
and dietetic educator. ‘ 

Administrative dietitians are -in charge of meal plan- 
: in. i -and-other health 
facilities. They are’ responsible for the training and work 
of food services supervisors and other assistants as they 
prepare meals. Administrative dietitians help to. for- 
mulate policies of the dietetic department, enforce 
sanitary and safety regulations, and are in charge of 
buying food, equipment, and other supplies. They coor- 
dinate the work of the dietetic department with other 
hospital departments for the benefit of patients’ welfare. 

Clinical dietitians work at clinics and generally serve 
patients who are not hospitalized. Diabetics, expectant 
-mothers, people withoverweight..problems.and—other 
nutritional problems are taught to understand and. use 
their diets effectively. : 

Research dietitians gvaluate and interpret research 
findings to improve the nutrition of people. They conduct 
‘ studies and surveys of food intake, food acceptance, and 
food utilization in the body for individuals and groups of 
people. Research projects may be related to subjects 
such as nutritional needs of the aging ampulation, per- 
sons with chronic diseases, or individuals traveling in 
space vehicles.. 

Dietectic educators teach normal nutrition and 
nutrition in disease to dietetic, medical, dental, and nur-

Ohio State University offers training programs in these 
areas and awards bachelor's and reduate degrees.

Advan- 
cement to higher levels in\teaching and research usually 
require graduate education. Garner attends workshops 
and seminars sponsored by the American Kietetic 
Association to keep abreast of new techniques and 
procedures in the dietetic field.
